OTTAWA, June 6—Charging that { 
the management of the Canadian 
National Railway is charactcrized 
by “lavishness” and +a desire to 
spend,” that unnectssarily lhux- 
urious trains are operated, that 
costly and unremunerative hotels 
are erected and run at a loss, and 
that the present “folly” even con- 
stitutes a menace to the Canadian 
Pacific railway itself, J. T., Hackett, 
Conservative member for Stanstead, 
Quebec, Friday directed a powerful 
attack against public ownership of 
rallways, during the budget debate 
in the House of Commons, 

Parliament had so conducted itself 
toward the administration of the Can- 
adian National “that it has placed a 
price on the head of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway,” declared Mr, Hac- 
kett 
DEFENDS O.N.R, 

Defence of the Canadian National 
Railway and denial of the charges 
levelled against the road was entered 
by A. L. Beaubien (Lib, Provencher), 
speaking Friday night 

“Tt il becomes any members of this 
House,” declared the Manitoba Lib- 
eral, “at this time, when the road ts 
facing a serious situation, to bellltle 
it or lower it in th eyes of the pub- 
lic,” 

In 1912, the present Prime Minister 
accused a certain member of Par- 
Hament as being “the gramophone of 
McKenzie and Mann”, said Mr, Beau- 
bien, adding he was “inclined to think 
by his attack. the honorable member 
(Mr, Hackett) is the gramophone of 


the Canadian Pacific Railway.” 
It was not his intention to criticise 
the OC.P.R Mr Beaublen declared, 


but “no man has the right to attack 
the C.N.R. as the honorable member 
(Mr, Hackett) did, Mr, Besubien was 
reminded of a lawyer “boosting his 
own organization by knocking an- 
other,” 
FINEST IN WORLD 

The Canadian National was one of 
the finest in the world, Mr 
Beaubien declared, and the Canadian 
people were proud of it 

Mr. Haekett reviewed the financial 
position of the system, Year after 
year, he claimed, deficits were turned 
in. In spite of the fact that Canada 
had put $543,000.50 new capital 
into the road, deficits since 1923 
totalled $315,000,000, Liabilities of $2,- 
919,000,000 were now shown in the
